TIT REE CHILDREN TAKEN WILD 
O EE AN ISLAND IN LAKE HURON. 

One niorafng about a month tfgo a 
man "of fiLnia.50, wild mion," and not 
tqpj respcotablo dress nor intelligent 
appearance, came to tho Orphan's 
liouso in connection with the Sisters 
of St. Josnph, and knocked to tho 
door. One of the Sisters came and 
opened it, anil the man prosented 
three children to he taken care ofl'. 
Tho children bore a much stronger as- 
pect than himself, and the group ex- 
cited tho suprise and wonder of tho 
sisters. They consisted of a girl and 
two boys. The hoys were clad in looso 
plaids and wore attired altogether 
with a neatness aud respectahility 
which contrasted singularly with their 
deportment aud looks, Tho girl was 
about fourteen years old, and was tho 
eldest of the three. She was dressed 
in a plain and rustic style, but had an 
expression of much more intelligence 
than her younger brothers. All of 
them were small in stature, but the 
the boys especially so, and still they 
were not dwarfish. They ware nut 
deformed, but there was an unnatural 
and inhuman appearance about them 
which could lie suggested by scarcely 
any uther word than deformity. Their 
oddly exprossive eyes, their apish 
-features; their thin, bony, lang-like 
hands, their slender limbs and atten- 
uated forms, their straugo apathy to 
what was stud by their father, their 
general inattoutibn, their peculiar way 
of crouching in tho corners of the 
passage-way, made them an object of 
curiosity and pitying intorest. They 
were led in by one of tho sisters, who 
also invited tlie futher — for such he 
announced himself iu disjointed sen- 
tences to bs--to partako of something 
' to eat. Bnfc ho refused in a 
hurried mafiu -r, saying that ho had 
something in liis pocket, and teemed 
fidgety to got away. As soon as tho 
children wore in the man left with the 
same wild, uninteligible stare which 
he wore throughout the short inter- 
view, and did not make any sign 
of parting or .say a farewell word to 
his children, or indeed to any ono. 
But as ho passed out of the entrance 
ho turned round and turtively looked 
iu through tho side lights of the door. 
Then he ran off hastily and was soon 
' out of roach and out of sight. Tho 
children wore taken into the Home 
and hail food offered them. About 
two o'clock in tho afternoon the wild 
looking father was seen to steal softly 
up to the convent and again entered 
the gate tin 1 peered intpuisitively into 
tho siilo lights. His offspring wero not 
there, however, and tho moment he 
saw he was observed, again fled and 
was seen no more. Tho youngest 
would not taste any food that was of- 
fered them, though they woro as ema- 
ciated nndexhau itod as could be. Their 
hands resembl i I bird's (daws more 
than anything pjsa and their loot were 
but a cluster of bones. On talking to 
them it was found that they could not 
•peak, albeit tboy possessed the na- 
tural capacity for articulation, having 
a full set of tooth, perfectly formed 
roof of the mouth, and tongue capable 
of every lnooment. Noithor did they 
pay attontion to any words or kind of 
noise. They have been kept ami 
kindly cared for by the sisters ever 
since their advent. But it was dis- 
coyorod that tho boys wore afflicted 
with a dosporato cough, and .though 
, ovary kindness has been bestowed up- 
on them and every lnodo of troatmcnt 
ndoptod, it. is not thought likely they 
will survive long. However, they ftp- 
poared to be gaining strong! li for 
some timo after being introduced. 
Their stay in the house has shown 
them to nave lived in the wildest man- 
ner and to havo boon totally unac- 
quainted with tho habits of civilized 
' people. They can utter no articulate 
sound, as was mud, but at, various 
times they havo boon heard to give 
vent to a weird cry, entirely unlike 
any human utterance, but somowhat 
rosouibling tho low wail of some wild 
animal. This is tho scdo expression 
tho boys havo been known tomako.but 
the girl seems much mora intelli- 
gent., and can speak common words, 
though she knows nothing of the ways 
of civilized life. Tho boys havo acon- 
8t,ant habit of crouching in corners, 
and one of thorn sits with one should- 
er "hunched up." as if by malforma- 



tion. They prefer raw edibles to 
cooked food, and havo only lately 
taken to eating at tho table. At ftrsl 
thov greedily devoured raw cabbage, 
leaves of turnips, andovenhave been 
known t"o gulp up the swill that stood 
in the pail. Of the commonest acts of 
decency they at first hail no idea 
(showing their former habits of life), 
but they have latterly improved in 
many respects. Thoy sleep mostly in 
the day time, and at-^iyght jVUudar 
around the rooms, ono of thorn being 
found one night ina dlngerous posi- 
tion -on a staircaaci ^n tho, middle of 
tho night. As to tneir former history 
only this i<i known, that they wen.' 
found by Father Oherricr, of Owen 
Sound 11 C Mission, on a lonely isle 
in Lake Huron, where the father livei I 
with these strange chidreu and would 
allow no one but themselves to li\o» 
thore. The Father seeing their con- 
dition obtained the father's; permission 
at last to have thorn taken to a refuge 
and cared for, The parent came with 
them voluntarily and brought, them 
her*. The parents of these singular 
beings were not married but are said 
to have been nearly related. The 
mother has been dead for years. A 
letter is expocted hero giving a sketch 
of their history — "Hamilton Specta- 
tor.

The^ly on the Y. iieel. 

Everyliody, wo suppose, has road 
tho fablo of tbo conceited littlo fly 
perched on tho carriage-wheel in mo- 
tion and oxclaimiug, "Seo what a dust 
I raise!" — in its overweaning vanity 
imagining itsolf tho motive-power by 
which tho carriage was propelled. 
How often one sees the same principle 
or idiosyncrasy illustrated in human 
life and action. Take, for instance, 
the attitudo of our local contemporary 
and its masters relative to Mr. Wal- 
kout's mission to London audits alleged 
influence upon tho poli cy and actions 
of tho Dominion Government. In this 
respect tho local Government may 
not inaptly ho represented as sitting 
o"n~tho wheel of progress and saying, 
"Seo what a dust I raiso!" — evidently 
overlooking the obvious fact that tho 
wheel revolves in spito of tho incum- 
brance Take for examplo the follow- 
ing, which appeared in yesterday's 
issue of tho fly-on-thb-wheel organ: — 
"There is a rumor alloat that tho rail- 
way will bo commenced at Yale, head 
of navigation, and that tenders for 
construction will shortly be called for. 
Tho mission to London is doing good 
work. Yesterday we announced that 
steol rails are about to be shipped to 
British Columbia to bo used in the 
building of tho line." This is but a 
specimen of the numerous paragraphs 
with which our contemporary has, 
during tho past few months, spiced 
ita monotonous third page of stale 
news and bogus communications. The 
wonder is that it did not seize hold of 
the Canadian Pacific Telegraph and 
proclaim it as one of the results of 
Walkem's mission — shout at the plant- 
ing of tho first poll in tho rear of 
Messrs. Mara and Wilson's storo, 
"See what a dust I raise!" And in all 
probability it would havo claiiued that 
as ono of Walkem's triumphs, were 
it not that h had early committed it- 
self in opposition to that turn of the 
•wheel, most likely on tho high and 
patriotic ground of being "down on" 
the enterprising contractor. But just 
watch and see if it does not attribute 
to Walkem's mission every future turn 
of the wheel. Mr. Mackenzie has 
ever and on all fitting occasions de- 
clared it to be tho policy and deter- 
mination of his Administration to push 
the survej's in British Columbia with 
the utmost vigor consistent with a due 
regard to economy and to place tho 
railway under contract as soon after 
the location of the lino as possible. 
But what of that ? Mr. Mackenzie 
didn't mean what he said ; and when 
the time (not many months distant) 
for making tho commencement of ac- 
tual railway construction on tho Main- 
land shall have arrived wo shall 
doubtless hear tho fabled exclamation, 
"See what a dust I raise!" It is quite 
true that for more than sis months Mr. 
Mackonzio has been offering a com- 
promise by which, while tho interests 
of tho Mainland would bo hotter se- 
cured and promoted than under the 
old, broken, impossible covenant, rail- 
way construction would ho at onco bo- 
gun on the Island; but wo risk noth- 
ing in predicting that, should this 
matter be arranged and railway work 
on the Island gone on with in spite of 
the local Government, that also will be 
claimed as one of the results of Wal- 
kem's mission; and at tho turning of 
tho first sod at Esquimalt will be heard 
tho exclamation, "Seo what a dust I 
raiso!" But it matters little after all. 
Aa the good-natured coal-heaver said- 
"It doseu't hurt oi, and it pleases 
■he." It is a comforting reflection 
that tho great wheel of Progress will 
roll on in spite of this obstructive fly. 
Mr. Mackenzie will continue steadily 
and unostentatiously to pursue his 
honest policy of constructing tho great 
work towards which all eyes turn, 
quietly humming,! "Shoo Hy. Don't 
boddorme." Ahjjftly have the F.ast- 
ern branches and th'b telegraph, which 
really forms a preliminary part of 
tho greater work, been put under eon- 
tract; and we feel quite justified in as- 
serting that the surveys in British 
Columbia have now advanced suffi- 
ciently to enable tho route to be select- 
ed and tho lino located, and that this 
will bo dono in time to have tenders in 
and tho contracts for tho initial sec- 
tions (or sub-sections) sanctioned by 
Parliament at its next session; and 
thus will actual railway construction 
on tho Mainland be begun noxt sum- 
mer. But, then, don't you soo all that 
will bo attributablo to Walkem's mis- 
sion? "Seo what a dust I raiso!"

A Newspaper Failure 

"Current Events" in tho Canadian 
Monthly tells a plain story of tho causes 
which havo hindered the success of tho 
Toronto Mail, Many of tho points will 
1)0 appreciated by every reader who has 
watched closely tho career of that journal, 
and who deprecates the kind of political 
warfare in which it has indulged. Tho 
following nan extract: 

Into thissorapo, and somo others of the 
game kind, tho Mail has been betrayed by 
the same temper, or tho same influence 
which has led it to depart generally from 
its programme, and thereby to disappoint 
tho hopes of ita friends and of tho public. 
It-i programme led us to Iieliovo that it 
would not ho tho biera tool of a political 
clique, but a good general newspaper, 
and on this basis its founders not only 
appealed to the public, but, if we aro 
rightly informed, obtained subscriptions. 
In point of literary ability, of outerpriao 
in tho collection of news, and of typogra- 
phy, tho Mail has not fallen short of the 
general expectation, though tho literary 
ability has almost boea quenched by 
tho fotid stream of party 
invective and personality. In other 
respects it has been a calamitous disap- 
pointment. From the very outaot it be 
came tho tool not only of a clique, but 
almost of a single politician. Instead of 
raising, it has lowered tho standard of 
public maimers; instead of purifying the 
political at.moRpb.ero, it has loaded it with 
ix fresh taint. That the line it has taken 
has been tho best for its stockholder*, no- 
body can believe who has not persuaded 
himself that a narrow constituency is a 
better basis of circulation than a broad 
one. Ono of tho most successful orators 
who ever addressed tho ma:ses used to 
say that there wore two things which al- 
ways told with them— a good story and a 
generous sentiment. Even for the pur- 
pose of a party, tho object should have 
been to gain the public oar, which cnu- 
uot bo done without, at least, simulating 
moderation. Nothing could bo mora 
suicidal, even in a party point of view, 
than to trample on the public conscience*, 
as tho Mail did at tho time of tho Pacitio 
Railway scandal. 

The North-West. 

From the latest advices received, it 
would appear that tho Mounted Police 
force has produced a salutary effect on 
the whiskey traders who carried their de- 
moralizing traffic into the Indian Territo- 
ry of the North-west. Assistant Commis- 
sioner MoLeod communicates from Old 
Man's River, under date Oet. 27th, to tho 
effect that ho visited and searched Fort 
Whoopup on tho 10th of that month. Tho 
fort is situated at tho junction of St 
Mary's and Belly Bivors. It is a largo es- 
tablishment. The building is of timber, 
ltio feet by 140 foot. It had boon un- 
questionably the centre of the liquor traf 
fie in the Northwest country. Tho trad- 
era, however, seom to have oonsiderail 
discretion the better part of valor, inas- 
much as they had tuken cave to removes 
their stock of liquor, and instead of 
fighting for tho maintenance of their cc- 
tablishment, they were quite disposed to 
sell it. The Assistant Commissioner had 
brought the forco across to Oht Man's 
River, and was about forming a caniu 
just under Porcupine Hill. The grass 
was pretty good, but there was not much 
hay.

"John Brown, indicted for being at large 
whon under a 10 years' sentenco of psnal 
servitude, pleaded guilty and was re- 
manded for sentence 

STUAMNO A WATCH. 

Kale Glenn, alias "Modoc," indicted 
for stealing a gold watch and ohnin, the 
proporty of Joseph Garaier, pleaded not 
guiity, 

Mr. Robertson appeared for tho do 
feuco, and it jury (Mr. J. Goodaero fore- 
man) was empanelled. 

Counsel for the defence exercisod the 
right of challenge, and objected to 9 of 
tho jury summoned. 

Mr. Mason (acting for tho Attorney- 
General) in addressing the jury said the 
prosecutor was cook at tho Colonial Ho- 
tel, Now Westminster; ho loft his watoh 
nnd chaiu in his bed-room, and ho found 
'on returning to look for them they were 
missing. Tho day nfter tho watoh was 
stolon tho prisoner loft in tho steamer for 
Victoria. 

Joseph Gamier sworn — Know the pri- 
soner; sho had been staying several days 
at tho Colonial Hotel, Now Westminster; 
did not ask her if she had stolon tho 
watch; it was a gold watch marked with 
the initials, "J. G. ;" a chain was append- 
ed to it; tho initials woro now altered to 
"K. G." 

Cross-examined by Mr. Robortson — 
Left my watch in the bed-room, in the 
garret; other persons slept in that part of 
the hotel ; the door of my bed-room was 
not locked; I saw a little Siwash in my 
room; said ho wanted needles and thread; 
put tho watch in my room at 4. 1 /, o'clock; 
on returning at 7 found it gone; the door 
of tho room was not locked; there were 
many persons stopping nt tho hotel; Kb to 
Glenn was there; thought at first the Si- 
wash had stolen my watch and accusod 
him; I did' not cause Kato Glenn's trunk 
to be searched because I thought the Si- 
wash had stolon it. Prisonor had been 
stopping at tho hotel some four or five 
days. 

By the jury— Do vou know the number 
of tho watch? 

Witness — Tho number was 4740. 

Inspector Bowden sworn — Found the 
watch in the possession of the prisonor 
on Trounce Alley; arrested her on the 
cbargo of knowing it to be stolen; saw the 
prisoner with tho watch and asked her to 
allow me to look at it, which she did; on 
examination found it corresponded with 
description of the ono stolon, only tho 
initials were "K. G.," not "J. G." Sho 
told me a man who was going to the 
mines in the spring had sent her the 
watch; found by enquiries made at the 
jewellers' shops* in town that she had 
oauaod the marks to be altered. 

Oross-examinod— When lirst seen the 
watch and chain were exposed to view on 
her person; it had a largo gold chain at- 
tached; never knew prisoner to bo accus- 
ed of theft boforc. 

Hy. Rudolph sworn— I am o jeweller; 
had seen tho watch before; it was left in 
my care iby Mr. Jungormaun to have tho 
initials altered. 

By Judgo Crease— Tho alteration in tho 
letters of the initials were not on the tamo 
level. 

J." L. Jnngei'mann sworn— Have seen 
the watch before; took it to Mr. Rudolph 
to change tho initials; received the watch 
from tho prisoner in my place of busi- 
ness. 

By the jury — Witness did not make a 
memorandum of tho number. 

H. Rudolph recalled — Did not make 
any memorandum of tho number of tho 
watch; it was not customary. 

By Judge Crease — Witness was quito 
sure of the identity of tho watch; had it 
to repair before from Mr. Gamier. 

Mr. Robertson, addressing the jury for 
the defence — The evidence adduced was 
calculated to excite surprise; but ho 
would show there was not sufficient legal 
ovidonco to justify the charge of guilty 
against the prisoner. These propositions 
must be established before u verdict of 
guilty could bo sustained: 1st, that tho 
watch was the property of the paosecutor; 
next that the prisoner took tho watch; 
and 3rd, know it to bn stolon. 
Prisoner'd defen 'o was that tho watch 
had been placed in her hands by a man 
who slept at her house, for unfortunately 
tho way in which this woman got her 
living will not bear fitvornblo considera- 
tion; but such a woman, noverthe. 
of honesty. may hnvo proper notions 
loss, Inspector Bowden who had 
known the prinoner for some two years, 
knew nothing against her character. Tho 
learned counsel it would be useless to 
bring as a witness for tho defence, the 
man prisonor spoko of ha* giving lirr the 
watch, as her exculpation would fasten 
guilt upon such witnoss. Referoneo wan 
ndre made to tho opon and undisguised 
manner in which tho prisoner wore tho 
watch when arrested us a proof of hor in- 
nocence 

Judge Croaso, addressing tho jury, 
• pointed out what constituted larceny, and 
recapitulated tho ovidonco. Thero was 
nothing to show the hand of the prisoner 
took tho watch, but the changing of the 
initials of the watch, was of a vary sus- 
picious character of what tho jury would 
form their opinion. 

Tho jury returned a vordiot of not 
guilty. 

STEALING A WATCH. 

John Gallagher, indicted for stealing a 
watch, the property of Augustus Lung- 
fpjrd Brown, pleaded not guilty, lie was 
undefended. 

A jury was inip.-innelled, (R. H, Aus- 
ten, Foreman.) Tho names of absent 
jurors woie put by for linos. 

The Acting Attorney-Gonoral having 
opened the case for tho jury called the 
following evidence: 



Augustus Langford Brown sworn— Re- 
collected losing his watch in May last; 
stopped nt tho Prince of WaleB Hotol: 
slept there; had his watch there; had his 
watch then. Missed his watch, finding 
only part of the chain loft; could swear 
to tho watch; (watch here shown and 
identified.) Could not recollect falling 
asleep in the back yard, hut believed he 
did so. 

Georgo Coleman, sworn — Keep the 
Prince of Wales saloon. Remombored the 
21st of May, tho prosooutor slept at his 
house; ho came and got sovoral driuki bo- 
foro breakfast; ho thou went in tho back 
yard, and lay down and fell asleep; I 
awoko him'. Tho barkeeper on calling 
him returned saying, Brown has lost his 
watch; I wont for the police; locked up 
the house and had every ono there 
searched; wo did not find the watch. I 
know little of the prisonor; ho is not- in 
tho habit of froquenting my hotel. 

James Sewoll, sworn — Recollected tho 
21st of May, was then in Mr. Coleman's 
employ; recollected Mr. Brown sleeping 
there; saw ho had a watch and chain on 
tho first thing in tho morning; he wore it 
in his vest. The prosecutor had soino 
boer; witness was absent half an hour, on 
roturning prosecutor told he had lost his 
watch; the prisoner had left boforo I re- 
turned. [The broken chaiu of tho watch 
was identified. J 

Richard Haggerfy, sworn— Had seen 
tho prisonor boforo; hocallod at my storo 
to sell a watch; asked tho prisoner to 
loavo the watch with me; I showed it to 
Mr. Lauge, who said tho police had re- 
ceived information about tho watch hav- 
ing been stolen ; upon this intimation I 
wont for the police and gave tho man in 
charge. 

Prisoner doclinod questioning tho wit- 
ness. 

Inspector Bowden sworn, and corro- 
borated previous witness about recogniz- 
ing the watch. 

Judge Croaso, in nddrossing tho jury, 
said thero was nothing in the evidence to 
show that tho prisoner took tho watch. 
If thoy thought tho prisoner had neither 
stolen the watch nor rocoivod it, thoy 
would give him tho benefit of tho doubt. 
The circumstance of the prisoner treating 
the watch as his own, and offenug it for 
sale, without troubling himself to find 
the proper owner wns brought prominent- 
ly under notice of the jury. 

The jury retired to consider their ver- 
dict, returning with a verdict of "Guilty" 
on the count, accompanied by a strong 
recommendation to mercy on account of 
tho length of the prisonor had been im- 
prisoned awaiting trial. 

RAPH. 

John Steele, indicted for making an as- 
sualt, and carnally knowing one Matilda 
Smalbone, was then placed in the dock 
and pleaded not guilty. Tho prisonor 
was undefended. 

The Acting Attorney-General, in ad- 
dressing the jury, remarked that ho was 
glad to say cases of tho character before 
tho court were not frequent in this com- 
munity. The consent of tho child was no 
defence for tho prisoner. It would bo 
shown that the prisoner admitted hia 
guilt and evidenoo would be forthcoming 
to prove his guilt. 

Matilda Smallbono, on being sworn, 
was interogated by tho learnod Judge as 
to tho nature and solemnity of an oath, 
which she answered intelligently. Knew 
the prisoner; his name is John Steele; ono 
day when my parents were absent he com- 
mitted the offence charged in the indict- 
ment, on which occasion he told tho wit- 
ne*s he would kill her if bLio told her mo- 
ther. 

Tho prisonor on being asked whether 
he had any questions to a8k was caution- 
ed by the Judge not to criminate him- 
self. 

The prisoner hero put . several questions 
to tho witnoss as to the dates of the of- 
fence, and as to hor parents being absent ; 
but, nothing important was elicited. 

Mary Ann Smallbono sworn — Know 
the prisoner by tho name of John Steel; 
he worked about the garden; had conver- 
sation with him about tho 5th or Cth of 
October last; he camo into my kitchen 
and said he had to tell me something for 
he could not rest; ho told me ho had 
ruined my daughter; when my husband, 
who was at tho Saanioh Show, returned I 
told him nil about it; my husband ran at 
tho prisoner with a pitchfork, when he 
ran away. 

The prisonor put some questions to the 
witness which woro of an immaterial char- 
actor. 

Charles Smallbono sworn— Recollect 
the 9th of Ootober; in consequence of in- 
formation received from my wife I ac- 
costed the prisoner, who admitted ho had 
bean interfering with my children ; where- 
upon I took steps for his boing given into 
custody. 

Trifling questions wore here again put 
to tho witness by the prisoner. 

John Sebastian Helmckon gave evi- 
dence showing that the offenco had beon 
committed. 

The learnod Judgo then addressed tho 
jury and summed up against tho prison- 
or 

Tho jury retired to consider their ver- 
dict, and after a lapse of 10 minutes re- 
turned with a verdict of "guilty." 

The Court horo adjourned till Friday 
at 10 a. m. 

Strike of a G. P. R. S. Party! 

Eight men, comprising t.ho majority 
of tho Trutch party of railway survey- 
ors, arrived down yesterday, having left 
Camp on Monday last. Tho men say their 
tents were leaky, t|iat their blankets were 
too fow; that for the first month and a 
half the bacon served out was rusty; that 
they woro sent out in nearly all weathers; 
and (to cap all) that when they were com- 
pelled to lay hy on a week day they had 
to mako up the lost tiino on tho following 
Sunday! We learn, upon inquiry, that 
this was not the experience of tho other 
railway parties sent out this summer. Mr. 
Trutch intends to finish tho survoy with 
tho help of Indians. 

The Junr in tho caso of a pri.ionor tried 
yesterday found him guilty with a recom- 
mendation to mercy in consequence of the 
length of time the prisoner had been incar- 
cerated awaiting trial. This is a propel re- 
commendation; but suppose tho man had 
boon acquitted: would tho jury havo re- 
commended compensation '!

Mr. Gladwin and one oftltfl Indians were 
saved. The Mexican nnd tho othor In- 
dian were drowned. 

A prisoner sentenced by J. A. Mara, 
Esq., J. P., at Kamloops, to six months' 
imprisonment for selling liquor to In- 
dians, was brought down to New West- 
minster gaol. 

Last week the weather was very stormy 
and since that considerable snow and 
much ruin has fallen. At Sumuss tho 
snow fell to a depth of 10 inches. 

Tho steamer Lillooot. has taken filial 
leavo, having gonii to Victoria, where her 
boilers will bo transferred to a now boat 
and her hull, <fec, dismantled!

The Lillooot Election. 

Lotters from Clinton state that thors 
were 90 votes cast in the recent election, 
distributed as follows:— Clinton, 42; Lil- 
looot, 20; 2L-Milo House, 12; Lake La 
Hacho, 15; Dog Creek. 7. No one knows 
who tho Chinamen voted for, but it is 
generally thought their votes were split 
between the three candidates. Suul and 
his friends uro greatly distressed at the 
result. Thoy were confident of a clear 
majority over Humphreys of ton or fif- 
teon, and do not attempt to conoeal 
their chagrin. It is reported that the 
Reformers have knowledge of three clear 
cases of bribery and corruption on tho 
Government Bide. When tho returns 
were read the thermometer stood at 20° 
be low zero out of compliment to tho feel 
ings of the defeated party. 

Mechanics' Institute.— A largo and 
enlightened audience assembled at tho 
Mechanics' Institute last evening to hear 
the lecture by Judge Cray. The learned 
lecturer commenced his remarks by a de- 
scription of tho Indian Constitution up 
to the tiino of the outbreak and tho im- 
mediate causes which brought it on, 
namely, the attempt to put down tho su- 
perstition and belief in caste. Ho then 
went on to describe Cawuporo, the scene 
of tho massacre of some 750 Europeans 
by Nana Sahib. He then described the 
mutiny from tho outbreak at Mocrut on 
the 10th of May, 1857, through tho siego 
of Cawnpore, and the horrors and 
Bufferings of the poor besieged up 
to tho arrival of Havolock and 
tho terrible vengeance ho enacted from 
tho perpetrators of those fearful scones. 
He then turns from that bloody page of 
history to tho great change in the Stato of 
India, and her advances in civilization 
since tho mutiny, and adverted, in com- 
parison, to the prospects of tho Queen's 
Dominions in the West. Ho hoped that 
sectional divisions would be prevented 
from arising amongst us lost thoy should 
cause us to descend in the scale of civili- 
zation as had Greece, onco unsurpassed 
in tho world in all arts ami sciences known 
to civilization, depicted in Byron's lament 
over hor, with which beautiful quotation 
tho learned gentleman concluded his lec- 
turo, A vote of thanks was tendered to 
the leotnror, and tho oompony dispersed 
woll satisfied with their evening's enter- 
tainment, as evinced by frequent out- 
bursts of applause during the lecture. 

Gone!— Wo learu that tho greater por- 
tion of the road recently constructed over 
Cowichan Flats, at a cost to the country 
of something like five thousand dollars, 
has just been washed away. This is tho 
road respecting which there has boon con- 
siderable discussion recently in our col- 
umns, Mr. James Fleming and other* in- 
telligent nnd reliable settlers contending 
that tho Government had perpetrated s 
palpable nnd inexcusable blunder in lo- 
cating the road ami predicting the very 
result which has happened so soon; Mr. 
Dod's, tho Government overseer, on the 
other hand, maintaining, with less argu- 
ment than dogmatism and conceit, that 
the location was wise and the road a good 
permanent ono. The disastrous sequel 
proves the aforosaid settlors to have been 
right and the Government and thoir solf- 
suffioient overseer wrong. How long, we 
should liko to know, is common sonse to 
be scouted and tho people's money fool- 
ed away by a pack of "nincompoops" 
under tho pretence of public improve- 
ments? There is not a district in tho 
Provinco that does not echo, " How 
long ?" 

Indeed! — A writer in the| Government 
organ appears to think that directing tho 
attention of tho Canadian or Imperial 
Government to tho improper system of 
fitting out H. M. ships at San Francisco 
iB neithor part nor parcel of tho duty of 
the Local Government, Yet wo doubt 
very much if either of tho firstnamod 
Governments are aware of tho innovation; 
and surely it would not bo asking too 
much of the Provincial Government to 
request that they should at least inform 
Ottawa or Downing street of what it go- 
ing on horn with respect to the Fleet 
Porhnps tho grievance will form tho sub- 
ject of another petition to tho foot of tho 
Throne next summer, Who knows? They 
say that tho Chief Commissioner is dying 
to'tako a trip across tho herring-pond, of 
course at Government expense 

Sooke BniDOE. — Yesterday we referred 
to tho carrying away of this bridgo by a 
freshet. Since that wo learn that only a 
portion of the structure — nbout 150 feet 
wo boliovc — has been carried away nnd 
that the damage could bo repaired for 
seven or eight hundred dollars. The ob- 
ject of tho present remarks is to urge 
upon tho Government the duty of imme- 
diate action. To leavo tho breach made 
by tho freshet until tho sanction of the 
Legislature can bo obtained would ob- 
viously be a grout injustice to tho settlers 
whose nolo means of communication has 
thus boon cut off. Nor is thoro tho slight- 
est necessity to delay, as the oanotion of 
tho Legislature may well bo taken for 
grantod.

Frasor. Some months since wo stated 
that thore wns a probability of Mr. Sand- 
ford Fleming coming ovor hero to utilize 
the results of tho past season's w»rk; but 
wo have reason for believing thnt this 
part of the programme bus been consider- 
ably modified. Mr. Fleming will not 
come over. It will be necessary for him 
to be near Mr. Mackenzie before and dur- 
ing tho session of Parliament. The prin- 
cipal members of tho staff in this Pro- 
vince will go to Ottawa; but a portion 
will in all probability remain and do their 
office work horo. 



Distressing Accident -Two Persons 
Drowned. 



Capt. Lawson, who arrived from San 
Juan Island yesterday, reports that on 
Wednesday, the 18th inst. , a man named 
John Hendricks and a boy named Willie 
Bailey, son of Mr. N. O. Bailey, of tho 
limekiln, sailed from Kanaka Bay, San 
Juan, in an opon whaloboat to come to 
Victoria. A terrific galo wns raging at 
the timo, and as neither boat nor occu- 
pants have since been heard of it is sup- 
posed the boat was swamped during tho 
gale, sho being heavily laden with hogp, 
whqat.'otc. Willie Bailey was a bright, 
intelligent lad, aged about ten years. Bo 
was born at Victoria, and wns on his way 
to visit his father, who is lying danger- 
ously ill in this city. His mother is at 
San Juan, and is as yet unaware of tho 
loss of hor boy. Hendricks was a native 
of Finland, aged 32 years, nnd had resid- 
ed for about two years on tho island.
